Hindered By 
Weather 


Mass Sweeps 
By 4 Aircraft 
Reveal No Clue 


Unsettled weather condi- 
tions throughout Beaufort 
Sea—Arctic areas are expect- 
ed to hamper search today 
for CPA pilot Ernie Boffa 
and mechanic Fred Riley, 
missing since Monday on a 
flight from Holman Island to 
Port Radium on the shore of 
Great Bear Lake. 

Mass sweeps over a 1,000-mile 
Square area yesterday by four 
RCAF aircraft failed to reveal any 
trace of the veteran bush fliers 
and their twin-engine Anson air- 
craft. 

Both men, residents of Yellow- 
knife, were on a return flight from 
Holman Island after taking an 
Arctic Institute of America party 
into the area during the week-end. 


EW LANDING SPOTS 

Although aviation circles in Ed- 
Monton and Yellowknife, well 
acquainted with both men and 
Arctic flying conditions, expressed 
belief that Boffa and Riley “are 
sitting it out” on the Barrens, the 
fact that the aircraft is wheel- 
equipped led officials to belive that 
Boffa may have crashed while 
bringing his plane in for emergen- 
ey landing. 

There are very few landing fields 
in the entire Arctic area wher: 
wheel-equipped aircraft can land 
during this time of year, and 
practically all are inhabited and 
with radio communications. None of 
the northern centres contacted dur- 
ing the past four days has heard 
from the ill-fated Anson since it 
left Holman Island four o'clock 
Monday morning under extreme 
tonditions of fog and bad weather.

Some people, put it down to 
business jealousy. They say the 
west is sore because the east has 
most of the people, nearly all the 
factories, practically all head of- 
fices of big Canadian companies | 
and the national mint. 

Others come right out bluntly 
and charge easterners with being 
snooty. They will tell you that 
Toronto, Ottawa and Montreal 
resident look upon westerners as 
colonials, not smart enough to be 
more than hewers of wood and 


drawers of water in the great Do- | 


minion household. 
MANY THEORIES 

Some of the more studious 
westerners say easterners are 
guilty of political trickery to keep 
the west forever in financial 
bondage to the east. 

Personally I think all of these 
views are erroneous. I think east- 


Gur are disliked by westerners 


ore because of their innocent 
ignorance than for any other rea- 
son, 

I'll give you an example. I 
could give you many. 

I have relatives in Ontario who 
have never dared visit the west 
although they are reasonably well 
fixed, If you write and invite 
them out, as has been done many 
times, they write back: “We'd 
love to go out and see you all. 
But it’s such a terribly long jour- 
ney and we're not able to stand 
roughing it like we did in our 
younger days.” 

‘They don't.say it in as many 
words but you can still read be- 
tween the lines a vague fear of 
a wide, empty wilderness and 


perhaps the danger of an encoun- 


ter with hostile Indians. 

Don't laugh. The family I am 
thinking about live 150 miles from 
Toronto. They still think that a 
jong journey. 

As a youngster I can remember 
my mother laughing over the let- 
ters from back east that 
filled with genuine anxiety for 

our welfare. Was it safe to travel 
n the country by night with the 


coyotes and wolves so numerous? 


Was it possible to send the kids 
to school in the winter time in 
the bitter cold? 

Were the trials and hardships 
of pioneering in the wild west 
really worth while? 

I think I could still find some 
of these letters. It’s not so long 
ago at that, just back 30 or 35 
years, that the *good people of 
Ontario were writing such letters. 

Of course the implication that 
leads to easi-west strife is the 
idea that everything is far better 
in the east. is 

Most people hate to be pitied, 
particularly your average west- 
erner, 

Because the easterner has be- 
come rooted to iis home he has a 
strong tendency to regard dis- 
tant places with suspicion and 
some alarm. 

The suspicion of the eastener of 
the west is basically the same as 
the suspicion that men once had 

f the first iron horse, the first 
iteamboat or the first airplane. 

“We don't know what they are 
so therefore we won't have any- 
thing to do with them.”
